(i) The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 5 lack 
novelty and do not involve an inventive step in the light 
of documents 1, 2 and 3. 

Document 1 sets forth a food composition for 
prevention of periodontal disease and for prevention of 
progress of periodontal disease (claim 1, embodiments, 
etc.). Document 1 also indicates that said composition is 
efficiently accumulated in alveolar bone tissue after 
calcium has been absorbed in the body after passing 
through the bowel, and that said composition is effective 
in preventing periodontal disease and preventing progress 
of periodontal disease (paragraph [0008]). Moreover, 
genistein and daidzein are given as examples of 
isoflavone extracts (paragraph [0011]). 

Document 2 sets forth a tablet dissolving in the 
oral cavity for prevention of periodontal disease, 
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Box No. V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 



citations and explanations supporting such statement 

containing soybean isoflavone extract, calcium and 
vitamin D 3 (claim 1, embodiments) . In addition, 
isoflavone glycoside is given as an example of soybean 
isoflavone extract (paragraph [0012]). 

Document 3 sets forth a preparation for prevention 
of periodontal disease, containing soybean isoflavone 
aglycon, calcium and vitamin D 3 (claim 1, embodiments) . 
Document 3 also indicates that said preparation is a 
preparation for prevention of periodontal disease, which 
is particularly effective in post-menopausal women and 
people who are susceptible to lowering bone density, 
based on the activity of suppressing alveolar bone 
absorption of soybean isoflavone aglycon (paragraph 
[0031] ) . 



(ii) The invention set forth in claim 6 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of documents 1 to 3 cited 
in the international search report. 

In the inventions set forth in documents 1 to 3, a 
person skilled in the art would be able to adjust and 
optimize as necessary the percentage of daidzein and 
genistein contained in soybean isoflavone aglycon, and 
said technical matter does not offer a special effect. 
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
